her neceſſaries required? Pitch (ſaid the Devil) this is nothing, be ruled 
by me, and all fball be well; ſhe told bim (be would, bereupon be 02- 
dered ber to meet dim at the tame place the next day, and be would bring 


ſome friends aleng with him; foz be told her he reſptved to Marry her; 
ſbe pꝛomiſed him ſhe would, and accozdingly they mer. He came riding 
upon a ſtately Pozſe, with a Pillion behind foz bis @pouſe, attended bp 
a great many Gallants (ag they appeared ) well mounted, and in a 
Noble Equipage. 

Bis Devilſhips attendants ſoon conveyed his Miſſris bebind bim, as 
ſbe imagined; not in the 16aft doubting the reality of what the ſat, 

They- needed neither ftottch noz ſpur to haſten them korword, the 
Jades were fierp enoughof themſelbes, and ran wich that ſwiftneſs that 
the wind could not ober⸗taze them in their full ſpeed 3 ſoan they arrived 
at their Journeys end, where ſeemed to be a very ſtately Pouſe, with

what ſtrange things ſhe did to thoſe that offended her, harming. 
ſome, and making ſport with others; and at length brought to Bed 
of a Child, which is commonly called, Pether Shipton. 


Eing come bome, the Neighbours flock'd about ber, having miſt ber 
ttos oꝛ thꝛee daps, ſbzewwdly ſuſpecting ſome miſchief bad befallen 


her ʒ but when they beheld ber face they were all amazed, to fee ſuch « 


ſtrange alteration in ber countenance, in to ſpozt a time; and bete the: 
32:overb was verified in ber: She lookt as if a Hagg had rid her, 
Befoze the met with this wanton Devil, ſhe lookt plump and freſh; 
which were all the good qualities ſþe bad in ber ill featured face; but 
now that red plumpnefs vaniſht, and there was nothing to be ſeen but 
a pale ſhriveled stin on ber cheek, which for want of fleſh feemed to 
fall in ber mouth, to be devoured dy ber hunger-ftarbed faws. T bote 
about her wbich were charitable minded, pittied ber, comfozted and 


-gabe ber Ponys, which with a great deal of diſaain and ſrozn ſhe ther 


them, ſaying, ſbe wanted not, noz ſtood in need ok their Alms; fox 
100k pe here (ſaid ſhe) is Pone? enougb, plucking her band out of her 
Pocket, the People dzawing near her, difcovered that what was in bet 
hands was nothing elſe but tome Aſpin-leaves : and notwithſtanding, 
they endeavoured to perſwade ber that ſhe was miſtaken in ſuppoſing* 
that to be Poney, yet, would ſþe not beliebe them; fo trong a Power 
the Devil bad gotten ober ber already, 

In fine, ſþe did did them all be gone, foz now ſhe began to take little 
delight in humane Society: it was not long that they had left ber, be- 
foze the Debil (with whom ſhe bad made a Þelliſh Contract) came in to 
ſee ber, in the ſame handſome young fozm as be firſt appeared unto her, 


tehing ber that be came to ſupply tbe company of tboſe ſhe had wiſely'F 
difmif, that ſhe needed not the Societyofhumaneereatures, foꝛ he wound 


not fail to be conſtantly with her; always bzinging with him when 
ſpould not only ſerbe fo2 a bare Libelybood, but her Delight; Pleaſure; 
and Satisfaction ? Pereupon by the Devils Command, there inſtantly 
appeared ſeemingly, a compleat noiſe of Pufick, with Difþes of Peat, 


great variety of the choiceſt and moſt pleaſing fozt: which ſo ravil-F 


ed Agatha, that ſpe fell to the ground in a very profound and deep/ 
xrance. One of her Neighbours coming in this while, wondered m

fre Agatha lying on the flooz motionleſs; however out of pity and 
ecommiſeration, fbe kneeled dswn, and babing czoft Fer ſelf, and ſaid 
a ſbozt Pꝛaper, ſþe endeavaured to waken Agatha, but uſing what 
means ſbe could, it all ſignified nothing; ſbs fſþook and pincbt ber, 
and pulled her by the Noſe, vet ſtill ſbe lay inſenffble: This Neigh- 

ring-woman being ftrangly amazed and ſcared bereat, ran out a- 

ongſt che reft of ber Neighbours, cryirg out that pooz Agatha Ship- 
ton Was ſud)ainly truck dead, and ſo deſtred them to go into the bouſe 
with ber, and they ſhould there be the Cye-witnefles of the truth 
thereof; whereupon ſeveral went and found what this Woman bad ſaid; 
to be ſeemingly true: bur one Wiſer then the reſt ſtooped down and per- 
ceibing that ſbe breathed, ſpake aloud, Friends, ye are all miſtaken, 
Agatha is not dead, but in a Trance, 02 elſe ſpe is bewwitched; -ſþe had 
ſcarce uttered theſe words befoze Agatha began to tir ; and ſon after, 
raiſed ber ſelf on ber Leggs, crying out in a very diſtractedtone, Whar 
make ye here, vile weetches ? Cannot J enjoy} my pleafures; but: ye 
muſt be Gves-dzopping* get ye gone, as babing:nothing to do bere; 
and bereupon ſhe fell a Dancing, wbich they wondered at, becauſe they 
could here no Puſick, At length Agatha turning about, and ſeeing tbep 
were not gone? ſaid, if ye are reſolbedtbug to diſturd me, and will not 
go, J will make pe; this ſome thing-affrighted them,  foz they now 
verily belit bed ſye was a Witch ; awd as they were baftning-away with 
all imaginable ſpeed, a ſildden crong Mind hoiſted them a great beigtt 
into the Air, falling al to thegzound again without tte lead barm, 
only teme ſbame to the Women, foz-tbep deſcended with their Þeads 
downwards, tbeir Coats over their Ears, their lower parts appearing 
all naked to the aſtonifbed Spectatozs5 the Pen were ſeen like over- 
grown Goats; with large hozns on their beads, and Women Hiding on 
their backs, which ſights as they pzodured inexpzeſſivle wonder, ſo 
amidſt their amazement , they could not but burſi out into exceſſive 
laughter. 

Ts wonderful and unex 1ected exploit, was inſtantiy noiſed all as 
bout the Countrey, which occaſioned a great reſozr of People co the 
place where Agatha lived; which ſo perplext ber by their undeſired 
biſits, tbat ſhe reſolved within her ſelf to be revenged on ſome of them; 
which by the Devils belp ſhe effected; miſchieving ſome in their per- 
ſons, others in their Cattel, and others in their Czedirs 3 one dad a 
Pozſe that dyed ſudder:1y, andbeing opened, there was fou4d-in big 
@tomack Fiſþ-books, and Hair, inſtead of Þay aud Oats. Ts

ing to fit down ar Table with Perſans of good quality at dinner-time» 


and thinking himſelf very ſpruſe and fine, had in an inſtant bis muff 
pull'd off, and the ſeat of an Youſe of Office clapt on in its place, 
he that ſate next him breaking out into a great laugbter at the ſight 
thereof, was ſerved little better; foz big Batt was inbiſibly con ben 
away, and a Pan of a Cloſe⸗ſtool which ſtood in the next Room, — 
on inſtead thereof 5 A modeſt young Gentlewoman which did fir at the 
Table at that time, on no othervrrand but to ſee this poung Witch 
which was fo much talked of 5 looking on theſe two worthy ſpectacles 
of laughter, endeabouring all ſhe could ts refrain laughing, but could 
not, and Withal continued farting fo2 above a quarter of an hour; this 
made them all laugh fo extteamly that rhe Paſter of the Bouſe was a- 
larum'd ( below ) therewith, aud being defrops to ſhare with his 
Gueſts in their Mirth, came running up Cairs as faſt as bis legs would 
carry bim, about to enter the dooz, be could not, and no wonder, 
ſirce tbe oldeſt man living, never ſat a larger pair of hozng then 
he bad on his Pead : UWbilſt they were gazeing one on another as mozs 
then balf diſtracted, they were all reduced to the ſame condition they 
were in befoze ; after which there followed a noiſe, as if an hundzed 
perſons were laugbing together, but nothing at all was ſeen. 

Theſe perſong fearing ſomething wozſe might befal them if they aid 
any longer, made all the hatt they could to be gone: Agatha knowing 
their intent, reſolbedro take ber farwel of them, by ſerving them one 
trick moze, which was thus; as they were about to mount on Boꝛte- 
back, they were peltcd with rotten Apples, Dung, and Ruff that 
ſmelt wozſe than can be imagined. As they rid thzough the Town, ſuch 
men as thought they rid fingly, were all obler bed to habe bebind them 
a defo2med old Woman ; and as their Faces differ'd all one from ano- 
ther, ſo did their babits, Which were all tatter'd and ragged, and patcht 
with a bundzed colours, fear, ſhame, and the booting of the People, 
made them put ſpursto their Porſes, neither did they fozbear the ſwitch, 
noꝛ any thing that may add ſ seed to their Pozſes heels, ſo that it may 
be ſaid, they rather flew then rode, bow could it be otherwiſe? For 
needs muſt he go whom the Devil drives. 

Coming bome, tber declare what wonderful things they bad ſeen 
perfozmed, though by a poung one, pet as they beliebed the greateft 
Mitch inthe Wozld : this news being ſo generally ſpzed, came at length 
to the ear of the Juſtices, who nod thought it high time to queſtion and 
bring into examination a perſon that was ſo much talked of, and migbt, 
if let alone, do greater miſchief. CHA 
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dow Igatba Sbipten was Afprehended and brought before a Juſtice, 
what her Conteſſion was. her Mittimus being made to be ſent to 
Priſon; ho ſhe eſcaped by the help of her Friend, the Fiend; ſhe 
i is retaken, and being tound with Child, is EBail'd.

ber Nurſe when ſhe ſaw her much vert hereat, ſhe would ſay, be con- 
tented. there is nothing here will barm you. 

To be ſhozt, the Nurſe was ſo continually terrified by theſe appart- 
tions, that ſbe reſolbed to complain to the Pariſh; and having made 
known the truth of what had paſt, in commiſeration to the Woman 
almoſt Diftraced, they removed Mother Shipton' to another place, 
where ſhe was put to Dehoel, being of an Age now fitting toꝛ it.
